Down in the City of Brotherly Love, the Repub­ 
licans are licking their wounds, the Democrats are crow ­ 
ing, and the "independents" are bragging about a "pop- 
ular uprising’’ against long-entrenched corruption and in­ 
difference.

JUDGE DISMISSES 
CASE AGAINST A 
CROYDON DRIVER 


Judge Keller Disposes of 
The Charge “Driving Too 
Fast for Conditions" 


WHO IS TO DECIDE? 


Horace L. Beck Was The 
Defendant in The Case 
Heard 


DOYLESTOWN, Nov. 9 —- A casa 
against Horace 
L, 
Beck, Fourth 
avenue, Croydon, c h a r g e d with 
operating bls car loo fast for con­ 
ditions, was dismissed by Judge 
Hiram ll. Keller. Wednesday. Judge 
Keller disposed of the charge, “Sec­ 
tion 1002A, driving too fast for con­ 
ditions," by ruling that who la to 
decide when a car Is going too fast 
and on whose opinion should the 
arrest be made 
Judge Keller addressing the o f­ 
ficer said: "Officer, in a criminal 
case, you must show that the defen­ 
dant was reckless when It came to 
handling his car. 
"This charge, or type of arrest, 
calls for an opinion and the opinion, 
to he valid, must arise from the
